ple decide and solve the Viet­ 
nam ese problem .”

withdrawal of the 23.000 or more 
A m ericans from Viet Nam but 
said “ the Vietnam ese are suf­ 
fering in this war caused by for­ 
eigners at the expense of the 
Vietnamese people.” 


“ We are firmly decided

much disaster to our country,” 
one tract said. “ We cannot take 
one more day of w a r.”

HARRISBURG (UPI) —Hear­ 
ings on a master plan for high­ 
er education resume today with 
former Gov. George M. Leader 
and Dr. Erie Walker, president 
of Pennsylvania State Universi­ 
ty, offering their proposals for 
upgrading colleges and universi­ 
ties. 


Leader is the third prominent 
Democrat to appear before the 
state Council of Higher Educa­ 
tion since hearings began Thurs­ 
day. He was preceded by U.S. 
Sen. Joseph S. Clark and for­ 
mer Gov. David L. Lawrence, 
both of whom mixed ambitious 
proposals with criticism of pol­ 
icies pursued by Gov. William 
W. Scranton. 


Clark was especially critical 
of the budgetary and fiscal con­ 
trols imposed on the common 
wealth’s education program cit­ 
ing a heavy general fund sur­ 
plus for this fiscal year in the 
face -of soaring demands for 
money. The senator, who had 
been a key figure in a year­ 
long study of education during 
the 
Lawrence 
administration, 
claimed the budget secretary is 
the “ wrong person” to wield all 
power over education expendi­ 
tures. 


“ Have they solved the pro!) 
lem of coordinating educational 
and financial policy as they re­ 
late to higher education?” Clark 
asked rehtorically. “ Are higher 
educational 
opportunities 
in 
Pennsylvania so abundant that 
a $90 
million 
state 
surplus 
should be a source of pride.” 


The $90 million is the figure 
arrived at by Clark and other 
Democrats. Scranton puts the 
surplus for his fiscal year at 
$61 million. 


Clark was one of many wit­ 
nesses, including Lawrence, who 
urged a major expansion of the 
14 state colleges and speeding 
of the fledgling community col­ 
lege program. 
The senator said most of the 
state colleges are in the “ wrong 
place” but added “ we shouldn’t 
rip them out.” “ They need new 
blood, new resources and new 
respectability — all of which 
can be by-products of a vigor­ 
ous and imaginative, and gener­ 
ous state policy,” Clark said. 
In a further reference to state 
colleges, Clark called for crea­ 
tion of one statewide board of 
trustees to administer a unified 
system and replace the present 
separate boards. Reiterating the 
charge of politics in selecting of 
trustees, 
Clark 
said 
“ in too 
many instances the influence of 
these frequently incompetent lo­ 
cal boards chosen in this way 
is pernicious.” 
Clark and 
others 
proposed 
heavy 
state 
expenditures- 
to 
help community colleges build 
their plants, but he went a step 
further in urging a halt to fur­ 
ther creation of Commonwealth 
campuses of Pennsylvania State 
University. The lawmaker said 
it would be better for Penn 
State to concentrate on its State 
College facilities and let the 
community college program “ be 
pursued separately.”
